The Vaiiderbilt!!. 



There are two kinds of window 
glass, one called "cylinder'' and the 
other " plate " glass". All the largo 
panes are plate glass, and tho size of 
the cylinder glass cannot be increased 
beyond a certain poin'. In this kind 
of glass a cylinder is blown ; those 
who have been in a glass-house — and 
I advise, whenever you have an op- 
portunity, to visit one and see how 
this wonderful material is worked 
— know that to make a cylinder, a 
glass is fii-st blown. This then is 
worked into a cylinder, by rolling it 
upon an iron table ; after" a cylinder 
4s made, the ends are cut off,"^and it 
is divided lengthwise and flattened 
out to form a fiat, smooth shoot. All 
plate glass is cast. A polished iron 
tables has ledges at the side, as high 
as the thickness of the plate of glass. 
I'he melted glass is poured upon this 
and spread and flattened by a copper 
roller. The plate is then annealed ; 
that i.s, put into a very liot furnace, 
which is so arranged that the glass 
will cool very slowlj', in order that it 
may be tough when, at the end of a 
week or so, it is cool. But the glass 
is now dull and rough, like that 
which you see in roof and sky lights. 
To become the beautiful plate glass it 
must be grouud and polished. The 
plates are so arrn'ngod i hat they may 
be rubbed together, one upon an- 
other, by machinery. First sand and 
water are placed between them, then 
emery of different sizes, and after be- 
ing ground by the finest emery, they 
aro polished by rubbing them with 
some kind of polishing 
Voutli's Home Library.

A cor- 
respondent of the (Jharleston Xews 
and Cimrier wntcs of Mr. Vander- 
bilt's children : 

His four daughters are maniod to 
Now Yorkers, and two have been 
presented with small palaces cost- 
ing *GOO,000 apiece, while ho is 
building hou.sos lor the others on tho 
corner of Fifth avenue and Fifty- 
fourtli St. Ground for the building 
cost *400,000 last sming. His two 
eldest sons, Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Jr., who seems destined to ot^cupy 
towards his father the same relation 
that Win. H. lield to the commodore, 
and Wm. K. N'anderbilt, the second 
son, are already millionaires in their 
own right, aiid aro now finishing 
palaces which even eclipse tho new 
house which Vanderbilt moved into 
last year. Cornelius is the financier, 
while William K. is tho a\sthetic 
mombor of tho family, having employ- 
ed Uichanl M. Hunt to build his 
white stone chateau at the corner of 
Fility secoml street and F'ifth avenue, 
and iiavirng paid §'iS.">.000 on tho inside 
of the house. Some of the tapestries 
for his house aro now on exhibition 
at tho Metropolitan museum, while 
the painters and decorators are giv 
ing them the last touches. The 
house has boon throe years in build- 
ing, and has occupied'the whole time 
of two architects, working under 
Hunt, and six dritughtsmen. The 
design for one of tho mantels alone 
reciuircd three months' work by two 
men. 



No America custom causes more 
general surjirise and amusement 
among traveling foreigners than that 
which is Ivnown in our saloons as 
"treating" — consisting in the enter- 
tainment of two or more with refresh- 
ments for which one volunteers to 
pay.

If there is anything more absurd 
than tho habit, we are unable to put 
our finger on it. Men do not always 
treat each other tu car tickets, because 
ihoy happen to meet on the same seat. 
We never saw a man take out his 
pocket book, on encountering a new 
acquaintance, and say : ".\li, George, 
delighted to see you. Do take a few 
stamps '. it's my treat I" Do men 
have a nuiuia for paying each other's 
bills ? And is drinking together 
more " social " than eating together 
and sleeping together ? 

A man may go all over tho conti- 
nent of Fiurope, Asia, and Africa, 
without seeing any man except a 
Yankee offer to "treat," and the 
Frenchmen are quite social enough, 
but when they turn into a cafe to sip 
their wineor orandiod coffee together, 
each man pays for his own. When 
tw'6 Germans long separated meet, 
they will bo very likely to embrace and 
thou turn into an adjaoent beer cellar, 
sit down and drink and eat pretzels 
and chat, but when they part, each 
man .settles his own score inde|)en- 
dontly. So in Italy. Tho Italians arc 
probably nverry and generous, but 
each man pays for his own wine, 
macaroni and cigars. They would as 
soon think of transferring to each 
their washerwoman's bills. 

The preposterous fashi/)n of " treat- 
ing' is responsible for tho terrible 
drunkenness in America. There 
would be little need of teniiwranco so 
cieties, and little work for Good Tem- 
plars, if this pomicioua habit was 
abolished. It is, taken all in all, the 
most ridiculous, the most unrojisonable 
and the most pestilent custom that 
ever laid its tfvrannical hand on civili- 
zation.

A Warning. 

Wekk. after week brings its qnota 
of railroad accidenta to deaf mates 
Time and again the warning haa been 
given that it is almost certain deatli 
to a deaf-mute to walk on the iron 
road. Serious advice has been print- 
ed and circulated, but ho* had, ap- 
parently, little or no eflPect. Then 
sarcasm has been tried, with no better 
results ; and, as a last resort, ridicule 
and derisive banter has been hit upon 
as the most effective method for cur- 
ing the deaf-mute trackwalkers of 
their dangerous propensity. But 
prayers and entreatie."?, laughter and 
irony, have been alike disregarded, 
and no perceptible diminution in the 
number of victims has been observed. 
In this issue we publish something 
that may prove of great benefit to 
those who are possessed with a ruania 
for track-walking. George Witschief 
tells the story of the accident which 
deprived him of bis foot, and came 
near sending him to " that bourne 
from which no traveller returns."

CIaABKsos.— On Sunday morning, April 2St,li, at 
the Clarkson home«tead, the family residence 
in Potitdam, Mrs. Klizabctb Clarkson, in the 
73d year of her age. 

The funeral service will be held on 
Thursday, at '.i o'clock, a.m , at 
Trinity church.

In the year 1840, a little more than 
42 years ago, Mrs. Clarkson came 
with her husband, the late Tlios.

She took up her residence then in the 
pleasant dwelling where with not 
many absence she lins since lived, and 
where she died. The deceased was of 
a most afTectionate nature, and sur-

The ruin fell in torrents — to 
Htiitc it as tnildly as possible — while 
Hash after flash of the most frightful 
lightning wa.i followed by terrific 
cnishes of thunder. The atmosphere 
was comjiletely subcharged with elec- 
tricity, and an the storm increased, 
the lightning and tliiinder were more 
frightful and doafcning than before. 
During a brief period hailytonosas 
large a.s marbles fell, caused by asiid- 
dcii change of the wind to the north. 
According to the ncwspafMjrs, con- 
siderable damage was done by the 
Hlorni hereabout H, notably at Scran- 
ton, wlierri the full force of the storm 
was spent. The leading sticcts were 
flooded, the sewers being inadcfjtiate 
Io carry oTI all the water. The light- 
ning also did a great deal of damage, 
bnt happily no lives were lost. 

The storm was but the climax of 
tlic abnormal heat by which it was 
preceded. It was rctnarkable, how- 
ever, for the great quantity of elec- 
tricity discliargt'd during its con- 
tinuance. The manner in which the 
Hparks frotn the clouds played hide 
and Kcek niiiong the wires, ringing 
telephono )>ells, and snu fling out 
electric lights, suggests that in the 
network of wires wiiicli the general 
application of electricity has rendered 
necessary, a new elonicnt of danger is 
pi-esent. The storm sjient its force 
on Friday, but the rain fell incessant- 
ly until Sunday morning. 

THE CIHCtTfl. 

The all-including circus is another 
prominent sign of spring. Fore- 
paugh was around last week, exhibit- 
ing at Scran ton on Monday, and at 
Wilkes Bane on Tuesday. This is 
the way a ncwsimpcr scribe' in the lat- 
ter town speaks of the grand aggrega- 
tion (and exaggeration) of wonuers :

My Dkak Mr. IIodoson : — Leav- 
ing tiiis place on the night of March 
36tli, I reached St. Lotus on the 28th, 
and Austin, Texas, on the 30th. 

On tiie forenoon of my arrival in 
St. Louis, it was snowing in thick 
flakes, when I made a short visit to 
the Day School for Deaf -Mutes, 
managed by Prof. Simj)son and his 
iwsistant teachers, Mrs. Simpson and 
Miss Macy, an intelligent semi-mute 
lady. 

'I'he progress of his pupils, which 
astonished me very much, showed the 
energy and skill with which^ho con- 
ducts his school. 

One of them brought me a small 
slate on which was written, " We 
want you to tell us a story." Accord- 
ingly I entertained them with two 
anecdotes. 

Mr. Thomas Brown, of West llcn- 
niker, N, 11., wrif.C8 me that he saw 
Mr. Simpson in iiis son Lewis' classin 
the Michigan Institution at Flint. 

The same forenoon, I made Mrs. 
and Miss Bailey a friendly cull. They 
are tlie deaf-mutes' great friends. 
They have been picking and sending 
ignorant deaf-mute children to the 
Fulton School for more than twenty- 
seven years past. 

The game night, I started for Ans- 
tin, and it took iis three days to go 
that way on the same train, we pass- 
ing through Forts Scott and Worth, 
Kansas, and Indian Territory. The 
territory is a beautiful country, 
through which we passed fuom sunrise 
to sunset. 

territory, one of our fellow-passengers 
told me that he had been a missionary 
among tiieChoctaw Indians for thirty- 
four years, under the augj)icc8 of the 
Presbyterian Missionary Boai'd, and 
that he had long known tlic late Rev. 
Thomas H. (jullaudet well. He 
amused me by telling me that one of 
the Choctaw Indians once paid him 
twenty dollars in Choctaw gold for 
solemnizing his marriage, lie made 
me laugh by saying that my convcr.sa 
tion and gestures had cured him of 
his headache which he was troubled 
with when he entered our car. He 
said he was to ride eighteen miles on 
horseback the same night, and in a 
few minutes, he got off at his station- 
At-oto, Indian Territory, and rode 
off at once, in spite of his advanced 

1 gave him an anecdote in return, 
which made him break into laughter. 
I told him that a deaf-mute man onco 
had an acute toothache when I called 
on him, and invited him to attend my 
service the same night. Ho made a 
sign that his toothache was so pain- 
ful, that he was afraid he could not 
do so. But he attended the service, 
and was so much interested in it, that 
he forget his toothwjhe, and at the end 
of the service, he found that the ser- 
vice had cnred him of toothache, and 
went home a happier man. 

Another of our fellow travelers told 
mo that he had attended St. Ann's 
Church for Dcaf-Mutcs in New York 
City, and that he knew Dr. Gallau- 
det. Ho was a doctor, and had left 
home on account of his health to raise 
sheep at a ranch in Western Texas, 
which ho trusted would benefit his 
iiealtli. 

Another talked to me on his fingers, 
and said ho learned the alphabet for 
pastime, that everybody would 
follow his example. 

I arrived at Austin on Friday, the 
30th, two hours before sunset. It was 
warm then. 

Col. Ford gave me a cordml wel- 
come, and told me by signs that he 
wouKl bo gla<l to have me make as 
long a sojourn with him as I could. 
He had detailed one of his teachers, 
Mr. Wm. H. Lacy to wait on me 
while I remained at the Institution. 
I deemed it an act of kindne.'is. Mrs. 
Lacy treaU'd me with the greatest kind- 
ness imaginable during my stay at the 
Institution. 

On the time of my arrival, three of 
the pupiln, all girls, were laid up with 



ally. Ho looked thinner than he 
when he lived in Maine. 

I received very kinduttenlions from 
Mr. Kinney, who takes charge of the 
educational ilepartment. He hns been 
principal of several deaf and duiiib 
institutions. He flocmed pleased with 
his jiresent situation. 

1 held services for deaf-mules in 
Anstiii ■ ■' II Antonio, and would 
hare oT II several other towns 

in Texas but for want of time. I hope 
to do so next Fall. 

I met my old jmpil, Charles F. 
Oroesbeeck in San Antonio, whom I 
had not seen for about fifteen years. 
Ho was 80 much changed that 1 could 
not have recognized him on the 
street. He showed me many things 
worth seeing. He has turned stock- 
raiser, and goes to his ranch three 
hundred and fifty miles from that 
city sometimes. I found that city 
full of tourists from different parts 
of the world for health ami plea- 
sure. 

He and I witnessed a catholic mar- 
riage ceremony in an ancient Roman 
Catholic Cathedral, built one hun- 
dred and fifty years ago. The officiat- 
ing ministor was the Bishop of Moii- 
toiT, Mexico. 

I was invited to a charity fair, 
where I was introduced to a fine Hj)cak- 
ing lady, a nieco of President John 
Tyler, and could sjvell on her fingers 
well as we do. 

I heard that Miss L. Carrie Ken- 
dall, a dciif-nuite lady, lives at l'o.st 
Oak Ranch, about thirty miles west of 
San Antonio, Tex. ,She was educated 
at Paris. France. Her father found- 
ed the New Orleans Picoi/une. I had 
Uie pleasure of seeing her At the 
Illinois Institution three years aL'o. 

SouHi of your readers may known of 
Joe, the Jersey niiilc— Joseph Mount. 
He now resides in Tcrrelf, Kaufman

Not only miild are admitted, hut the 
door of admittance to our Association 
also stands "ajar" for the benefit 
of frmnle, members. This Association 
makes no exceptions in favor of either of 
the sexes. A f ter ii ])roper medical examina- 
tion is passed in favor of the applicant, a 
favoraiile ci^rtilicate from the examining 
physicians entitles the applicant, by pay- 
ment of the initiatory fee of %f).W), and an 
advance iutsesnment in proportion to his or 
her age, to a certificate of memberahip in 
the Association.

The 
reason why our assessments are so low, in 
because we have no liigli salaried oiHcers to 
enrich themuelvos from its treasury at the 
expense of the members. 'I'lie only paid 
otilcer of the Association Is the Secretary- 
treasurer, and he Is only paid for time and 
labor actually spent and rendered. 

Assfwiationa whicli do not, like ours, 
requiro annual <lueH, collect much higher 
assessment rales, aggregating to tlieir 
members a much greater total expenae than 
ours, their assessment ranging from $1.00 
to $H.OO or more ])er member, whereas our 
assessment notes, ns per schedule, are but 
from $0.r)0 to $:2.nO. No life asuociatloii 
can bo found in America worke<l upon a 
better ]>lan, or at ho small expense to mem- 
bera as ours. 

When we attain to a niembersliip of 2,- 
V)(), which wn soon hhall, If every avoiluble 
deaf and hearing man ami woman will be. 
come members, we shall ])ay each and every 
ilnuth loss the full amount of fit, 000. I'n- 
til that time arrives we shall pay death- 
losses, imme<liat«ly upon jiroper i)roof of 
the <lunt1i of a member, the amount of once 
the schedule rate of aaaesiuuent upou eacli 
member of the Aasoclation. 

The dilTerence in cost in favor of our As- 
sociation, compared with tho <dd line com- 
panies, 111 a few yimrs, amounts to a sum 
which will I'nablo many a man or woiiian to 
pursue their adopted occupation without 
the fears ond reiililiesof |)overly unequal to 
the payment of their debts, the foreclosure 
of mortgages, bankruptcy and abject poverty 
— perhaps ending with aliiiHliousu life and 
death. 

Wn need not multiply words fartJier. 
SulHcient has been snid already to convince 
the most skeptical that our Association pre- 
sents more advantageous and generous 
terms f)r iiienilM-rs than any other Iiereto- 
fore or at present in existence, and no man 
or woman who sincerely regards tho In- 
terests of their children or other dear 
frlenils, can hut admit that It is well to be 
Insured.
